Claims 3,1 1 ,21 ,28,32-38,42 and 44 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2,4-10,12-20,22-27,29-31,39-41 and 43, renumbered as claims 1-31 
are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of the record fails to anticipate or fairly suggest a video predictive coding, including a 
delaying module, for delaying a first line of the composite video signal, and subtracting a 
second line of the composite video signal from the first line of the composite video 
signal to create the video predictive coded video signal, along with all other limitations 
as cited in independent claims 1, 9 (renumbered as 8), 18 (renumbered as 16), 25 
(renumbered as 22), 39 (renumbered as 28).
